'heatheniſh people, who mai or no profeſſion of God, 
but chiefly by the great, ſtri&, and zealous profeſſors , who 
have gotten a form and likeneſs of truth, but want the pow- 
er; for it hath b:en the Work of the ſubtile Serpent in all ages 
| to oppoſe the pure Truth, though to cover his deceits he 
hath lurked under a coloured profeſſion of the truth, and fo 
-by his Wiles and Deceits hath deceived the hearts of the ſim- 
ple-minded ones. And as it hath pleaſed the Lord (according 
to his Divine Wiſdom ) to lead his people by degrees, and gt- 
ving them Food, and feeding them-with meat, according as 
they were able to digeſt it, and though he be but one, eternal 
- andinfinitein Wiſdom and Counſel, and his living Way and

pearance, but ſtill hath ſtood againſt the lifeand power, as it 
15 at this day in Eng/ana,and other parcs: The innocent de- 
ſpiſed ones of Chriſt, in whom his pure and harmleſs life is 
manifeſted, are reproached and reviled, and ſpoken againſt 
as 2 people denying the Miniſters, Church, and Ordinances 
of Chriſt, when indeed and truth they have nothing juſtly to 
charge againſt them; bur their upright and juſc lives both in 
the ſight of Ged and man, doth condemn theſe gain-ſayers; 
for the Miniſters, Church, Ordinances, and Conimandments 
whatſoever mentioned in Scriptures, in their time and place 
we own them, and practiſe all the Ordinances and Com- 
mandments which tends to love and edification ,* according 
to Goſpel-Miniſtration, and Worſhip of God in ſpiric, ac- 
cordingly as we are moved, guided. and led by the fpirir, 
not dating to act any thing of our ſelves except moved and 
led thereunto by the ſpirit, for ſuch who run and act things 
in their Wills,not being led thereunto by the movings of the 
Spirit and Power of the Lord, itis but a ſelf-obedience, and 
righteouſneſs which the Prophet of the Lord compates to

loud voice, Fear God, and give glory io him, for the hour of his

The Apoſiles did take up the 
Croſſe and followed Chriſt, which Croſſe was the Power of 
God which they preached, and was thereby crucified to the 
World, and to worldly pleaſares and vanities, and were dead. 
with Chriſt from the rudiments of the World, and could not 
be ſubjet to the Ordinances and weak Elements of the 
World. The Pope and his Train being ignorant of the erue 
Croſſe (the Power of God ) they made a PiRure of a Crofs 
without them, anda likeneſs of Chriſt crucified, and this was 
a carnal invention, inventing a. carnal Croſſe, to put the car- 
nal in mind of a Chriſt crucified without them, and many 0- 
ther ſuperfluous and ſuperſtitious things have been invented 
by them, and this deceit hath had a great ſway and power 9» 
ver many ( for many ages) in ſeveral Nations, asit hadin 
this 
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this Nation; and thobgh the Lord bath raiſed 'up nianyand 
ſundry Witneſſes againſt rhis deceit, yer many of them have 
ſafferedMarryrdom., and-ſealed their teſtimony with their 
blood. After this entered the deceicful- ſubtil Serpent; and 
turked under another colour-. of Epiſcopdey , and that grew 
ſo groſſe that many were-made Witneſſes againſt that deeeit: 
After that aroſe another likeneſle of 'truth, appearing ſome- 
what more beautiful then the other, but ſoon was.that begn- 
ty ftained, arid a'Cloud.came over them, :and ſo prew'riped; 
2nd had the Natne-of © Precbyterians. And ſeveral other 
fornis and likeneſſes hath appeared, as Tndependents, Serhery, 
ſo called, Baptiſts, Ranters,and ſome others, though T do-not 
deriy but tharthere hath been ſomerhing ſtirring and work- 
ingin moſt of theſe attheir firſt breaking. forth , 'but'not 
wairing intheflight ,'for:the Lord to lead then”; -they have

not ſowing Pillows under Armboles, nor ſpeaking peace to 
the wicked, and for theſe things and no evil that they have 
done, have theſe innocent Lambs been hurried and toſſed 

hailed and perſecuted as I haveſaid, who Chriſtian-like doe 
patiently ſuffer without reſiſting , when they are buffered

goes in long Robes, and havechie chiefelt feats in the Aſſem- 
blies, anduppermoſt Rooms at Feaſts, andarecalled, of ten 
Maſter, which Chriſt forbids, and cryed wo againſt ſach,as in 
Matr.23.chap. ſuch as goin Caizs way, thar's envy, andin 
Cores way, to'gain-ſay the truth, andin Balaams way, for 
gifrs and rewards, which Pererand Jade declared againſt. 
Such'like as theſe are. the marks of che falſeprophets, and 
they are known by their fruits, as ſaich-Chriſt, Tn'a word, all 
that live in'irt; what fort ſoever rhey be, ſuch be out of Gods 
counſel, for the counſel of Godis ,. Depart from lin, andlet 
every one that names the: Nameof Chriſt depart. from'ini- 
quity; for Godthat ispure did never ſend-ungodly men to 
derlare his rrath; bur ſuch rhough they have made a profeſſi- 
onof' God and his Ordinances, Way and Worſhip, yet were 
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alwayes teſtified againſt by the true and faithful ſervants of 
God, for thoſe whom God did ſend forth in any age, he firſt 
ſanRified them by his living Ward of Truth , andſo ſenc 
them forth into the World Witneſſes true and faithful a- 
gainſt the wickedneſs of the World, not onely in word , but 
in life and converſation : So whatſoever any one may pro- 
fe, though they be never fo curiouſly deckt and painted 
with __ , as many are at this day, yer if their lives and 
converſations be not according to their profeſſion, ( but

| Thusby the true light is the Serpent traced, and found out 
in his Wiles and Crafts, and his deceits laid open to the view 
_ of thoſe who defire to be delivered out of the Snares of the 
* wicked 
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wicked one, that they may no Gage be enſlaved, nor held 
in bondage under the tyranny of cruel men, in whom the 
Serpent rules, but by the trae light be led out of error and 
blindneſs, falſe Wayes, and falſe Worſhips, and falſe Teach- 
ers, into the living Way, and pure Worſhip, and true Teach- 
er, Chriſt Jeſus, chooſing rather co ſuffer affiition with the 
deſpiſed people of God, (who in all ages have paſſed through 
many hardſhips and fiery trials, as they do at this day ) then 
to enjoy the pleaſure of this World, and to live in ſin for a 
ſeaſon, ter what will it profic a man to gain the whole world, 
and loſe his own ſonl? O people of all ſorts, conſider.in 
time, and trifle not away your precious time ig vanity , leſt 
ſudden deſcru&tion come upon you , and then when time is 
paſt, with ſorrow and grief you wiſh you had time. Come 
down to the Croſs of Chriſt, and bear his yoke patiently, 
that whe wild nacure in you may be tamed, and fin and evil 
mortified, that the innocent life of the Lamb may be mani- 


feſted in you , which is the myſtery which is hid from the 


World, and che wiſe ones of it; but praiſes to God it is revea- 

led unto many who fear God, and tremble at his Word. 
Theſe things have I written for the ſake of the honeſt and 
ſimple-hearted ones, who be hungring after righteouſneſle, 
that they may not be diſcouraged becauſe of the loud-cryes, 
many ſlanders and accuſations which are caſt upon the peo- 
pleof God, but that they may be encouraged and imbold- 
ned to come forth from amongſt that wicked and untoward 
generation, ( as the Lord requires ) and may no longer feed 
 gpon husks and empty ſhadows, but freely eat at the Table 
- of the Lord, where living food of lifeis; and freely drink 


- deep draughts ac the living Fountain, which daylie ſprings 


and ſends forth freſh and pleaſant fireams to refreſh the teny 
der plants of God.Glory,glory to the Higheſt for evermore. 


Having thus far proceeded and traced the Serpent through 
many of his Snares, and his Deceits manifeſted ro open 
view, whereby the fimple ones may be awakened and warn- 
ed, chat they may eſcape out of his wiles and A 

| an 
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-and follow the true Light, that thereby they may be led out 
of death and darkneſſe, according to the ſaying of Chrift, 
Whoſeever follows me ſhall not abide in dar knefſe, bat ſhall have 
the light of life. I fhall now come to anſwer fome parxicu- 
Har things, and ſpeak cherruth as it is in me made manifeſt, in 
vindication of thoſe deſpiſed and rejeQed ones , ſcornfully 
called Qzakers, to clear their innocency from the lyes, and 
flanders,and wicked inventions lately printed, and publiſhed 
by Iames Brown , Preacher (as hefaith ) eo the honorable 
Coll. Charls Fairfax*s Regiment, but in his Book hath ma- 
nifeſted himſelf to be a falfe accuſer , and an inventer of miſ- 
chick, caſting many aſperſions upon the innocent, numbring 
them with tranſgreſſors, as hereafrer more fully is manifeſt- 
ed. -I have read over his Book, and weighed it well, and I 
find much filthy groffe ſtuff init, not worthy mentioning, 
nor having the pains of an Anſwer thereunto : and as for 
my own particular I do not deſire to wadein ſuch myre and 
mud, neither do defire to appear publike in ſuch things. of 
conteſt, and were his charge only againſt my particular per- 
ſon, I ſhould rather have lain under(and patiently have born 
all ) his reproaches and afperſions, having a Witnefſe within 
me toclear my innocency of thofe (or moſt of thoſe) things 
as they are laid down by him: Bur as his Charge is againſt 
the truth , and the people of God in general, whom he brands 
and diſtinguiſhes from others under the Name of Qzakeys, 
(as for them whom he calls Ravrers, I ſhall leave them , they 
are of ape, let them anfwer for themſelves) Iam boundin 
conſcience, having taſted of the love of God, and the pow- 
er of his truth, and having experience of the truth and equi- 
ty thatisin, and amongft thoſe people, and having had ſuch 
ſweercommunion and dear fellowſhip with them in'thelighe 
and life of: Jeſus Chriſt ,_ for eruths ſake I cannot hold my - 
peace, butin the freeneſſe of my Fathers love declare. forth 
the truth in love to all' people, yea even tothe contenders 
themſelves, not delighting ( neither is icmy work at this 
time ) co throw dirt in the facesof any , bur gently to wipe 
icaway, and caſt itinto the Channel, Tſhall not 'ftrive for 
, Maſcery 
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red and ſet up by.men, but in nakedneſſe and ſimplicity what 
is truch, tro own, and what is otherwiſe, to teſtifie againſt in 
the ſpirit and power of the Lord. I ſhall not go about to 
anſwer every particular thing, for then I might fill a large 
Volume, and weary the. Reader ; but ſome of theheads and 

rincipal things in ſhore , for confirming of truth which is 
breaking forth in this day of the Lords love, I ſhall ſpeak 


ſomething to, and leave the ether in time to be manifeſted; 


and the innocent cleared. 
- Firſt, for the Author himſelf, as I underſtand, hath been a 


. man formerly of the Fraternity of the National and Pariſh- 


Maſters, bac chrough ſome light appearing in him, did ſee 
their deceits, and ſeparated from them, bur did not long wait 
in that meaſure of light, but run out into another likeneſſe, 
ſettingup another image ſomwhat more glorious to outward 
appearance then the other, &was a great diſputant & conten- 


der againſt che Prieſts! thetr Way,& ſo ſet up anotherForm,. 


and gathered a people that were called by the /Name of A- 
»abaptiſts, which people for ſome time were zealous , but 


quickly loſt their zeal,and was puft up with their knowledge, 
and when the life and power did appear, many fimple hearts 


(who out of tendernelſe of conſcience did rake up that form 
of Watcr-baptiſm ) did receive the truth in love; but others 
who were gotup high into notional knowledge, turned Ene- 
mies againſt rhe life and power of truch, and became one with 


the National Teachers, and other ſorts of people, to write 


and ſpeak againſt the cruth, a:d doubtleſſe this man had a 
fight of it, bur great places and preferment is a great hinder- 
ance, and choaks up;; and though there was enmity enough 
in the ſaid Brown to have written againſt the truth, yet I fo 


believe if he had no: been ſtirred up by ſome in Authority, 


who deſpiſe the way of truth as it's made manifeſt, he would 
ſcarce have nndercaken ſuch a thing, for which work of op- 


poſition and war againſt the Saints and ſervants of the Lord, 
[ verily believe the juſt hand of God was turned againſt him, 
and cut him off, that before this monſtruous birth was

Maſtery in words, neicher in glorious expreſſions to be ado-- 
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brought'forth to publike _ his lifewas taken frcm him, 
which may ſtrike terror into the hearts of all contenders and 
wranglers, and fighters againft truth; and I defire that all(ef- 
pecially thoſe of Brows: ſociety ) may lay it to heart, and re- 
pent of their wickedneſſe while the Lord gives them a day 
anda time, leſt wo and miſery ſuddenly come upon them. 
But I ſhall proceed, and come to the matter in hand. 

The Title of his Book is, Antichriſt in ſpirit «nmaked. To 
which I anſwer, It hath alwayes been the deſign of Satan(the 
betrer to cover over his deceit, and that he may keep pofleſ-

Name put him to death, as it is the work of the Serpent ar 
this day to cry againſt Antichriſts and Deceivers, as Brows 
doth,and yet are found in oppoſition, as Brown is, and ſtands 
againſt Chriſt. Antichriſt is one that doth oppoſe Chriſt,and 
deny Chriſt to be come in the fleſh,as Joh» in his firſt Epiſtle 
makes mention, Every $;trit that confeſſeth that Teſus Chrift is 
come in the fleſh, ts of God; but all who confeſſe Chriſt cowe 
in the fleſhar Jeruſalem 1657. years age, Ido believe nei 

ther Brown nor any of his Adherents dare ſay that all ſuch 
ſpirits are of God, for the Pope and his Train doth confeſſe 
that in words which Brown in his Book ſeems to ſpeak a- 
Sainſr, I mean the Pope and his Train, and the vileſt drun- 
kard or wicked perſon that I have ſeen, have confeſtin words 
Chriſt come in the fleſh at Jeruſalem, andyetr are not of God, 
for every ſpirit that confeſſeth not Chriſt come in the fleſh, 
is not of God, and this is that ſpirit of Antichriſt, &-c.. And 

| even now already it is in the world, I do declare it as a truth, 
"That thoſe who deny Jeſus Chriſt come in their mortal flcſh 
0 


Quakers do confeſſe Chriſt come and manifeſted in the fleſh: 
at Jeruſalem, and likewiſe his life and power manifeſted in 
their mortal bodyes, whereby we are crucified to the world 
and worldly vanities, and aredead unto fin, according to 
the Scriptures, if Chri/t be in yeu, th: body is dead berauſe of 
m1fts Ws : ; K 
/ And as for his ranking us with the Ranters, as he calls 
them, I ſay and know, That many even of his own generati- 
may ſeeas much difference between us and the Raxters, as 
between light and darkneſle, the one ſorc living in rioting, 
ſports and pleaſures, turning the graceof God into wanton- 
neſſe; the others are ſaved by Grace, and thereby taught to 
live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly in this preſent world. 
And whereas he ſpeaks of prevencing itsfurther ſpreading 
(viz. truth, which he calls error and herefie ) amongſt the 
people of this generation. | 
I ſay and know by the Spirit of theLord , That this way 
and truth ( which they call Herefie ) by the Power of God 
ſhall ſpread over Nations, let Satan and all his Inſtruments 
teſtir themſelves never ſo much, and ſhoot out their ſharp 
darts againſcit, and ven: out their lyesand ſlanders, they 
ſhall not prevail, but the Lord will confound their devices, 
and blaſt their enterprizes, and add many unto this Fold,and 
have reſpe& and regard unto them, who feir his Name, and 
tremble at his word, and heis ariſing in his might and power; 
and bringing to pafle his ſtrange work, which makes the hea- 
then torage, and formal profeſſors ro ſwell like the Sea, 
foaming out their own ſhame: The Lord is coming to clenſe 
his SanEtuary, and to caſt the Devil out of the heavenly pla- 
ces, which he hath longinhabited in, and the Templeof God 
hath been defiled; but the Son of Godis come, whoſe work 
is 0 deſtroy the Devils work, and teeſtabliſh his Kingdom 
in truth and righteouſneſle, and this is our deſign, To make 
war in righteouſneſſe againſt the Beaſt and the old Wrpent, 
who bath long deceived the Nations; andour Weapons are 
not carnal, but ſpiritual, and mighty in the Lord for the pul- 
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ling down of ſcrong holds; <4 we wreſtle not agiinſt fleſh 
and blood, (for I ceſtifie in the preſence of the Lord unto all 
men , That I envy no mans perſon, but ama lover of the 
Creation of God-) but our Warfareis againſt ſpiritual wick- 
edneſſein high places, and thisis all our defign, To exalt the 
Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which ſcrands notin 
words, ſhews, or outward appearances, neither comes with 
obſervations, but ſtands in righteouſneſle, peace and joy in 
the Holy Ghoſr, and no wicked or ungodly, nor any imper- 
fet one canenter into this kingdom , but are ſhut out a- 
' monglſc the dogs, and ſwine, and wild beaſts of the field. 
Therefore let all dread and fear before the Lord, who plead 
- "againſt perfection, asit is ſaid by the Author, 1r*s a prixcipal 
pet Ones he) of our perfettion humbly to acknowledge our 1m- 

rfeltion. 

” I ſay unto you all, Though you do never ſo. humbly ( as 
you ſay ) acknowledge your imperfections, if you do not de- 
Part from them ,and come to chat which is perfe& and grow 
up.in the ſame, yon cannotenter into the kingdom of God 
be not deceived with a feigned humility, and hy pocrical pro- 
feffion, God is pure, and cannot behold iniquity, but all ſuch 

muſt depart from the preſence of the Lord into everlaſting 
fire. Therefore ler all who fear Ged, and names the holy 
Namegvf Chriſt, depart from iniquity, and beware of ſpea« 
king evil of that*power that you are not acquainted with. 
Bur Iſhalcome to the preface,in which I perceive the rancor 
of his ſpirit:Not finding matter againſt thoſe called Quakers, 
he numbers them amongſt tranſgreſſors , & joins them with 
the Kgxeers, which I verily believe that even thoſe of his own 
generation, who knows the lives and converſations of theſe 
whom he ranks together , may ſee as much difference as be» 
tween light and darkneſs, one ſort living in rioting, ſports, 
and pleatures , turning the grace of God into wantonnelſs; 
the others are ſaved by Grace, and thereby taught to deny 
ungodiiideſs and worldly luſts, to live ſoberly and righteouſ- 
ly and godly in this World, which makes them to be ſo much 
hatedand diſ-eſreemed amongſt the World, becauſe we do 
not partake'with chem in their vain converſations , nor £0 
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with them t6 the ſame excen2 Aloe therefore [as formerly 
they did to the Saintsof old ) do they ſpeak evil of us , but 
bleſfed be the Name of the Lord, who hath owned us, and 
counted us worthy to ſuffer for truth and riphreouſne(s

Further, I take notice of his ſeeming-pitty, but it is flatte- 
ry and deceitful, in one part faying, He bears not anyill will 
to their perſons, nor defires in the leaſt that they ſhould ſuf- 
fer by Fines or Impriſonment, &c. and yet afterward ſpeaks 
of a Rod, and the Officers of Peace, &c. by which thingsI 
do perceiveif things do not fall out inhis way , *and accor- 
ding to his reaſon, for all his pretences he would be one to 
have a hand againſt it : One thing which he ſeems to ſtir up 
the Officers of the Peace, is, ſaith he, If any ove break or at- 
ftarb the publike peace, &c. but what may.be calleda breach 
of peace, is to be queſtioned; Pax was calleda mover-of Se- 
dition, a Peſtilent Fellow , a Ring-Leader of the Se of the 


Nazarenes , one that turned the World up-ſide-down, &c.- 


Andare- not the innocent Lambs of Chriſt called ſo at this 
day , when they never lift up a hand againſt any-one, but 
ſuffer bnffetings and many ſtripes? Now I know and teſtifie, 
That there is a peace that muſt be broken, for Jeſus Chriſt 
doth not cone to fend peace upon Earth, but a Sword, and 
that is the peace of che wicked which muſt be broken, and it 
is nothing elſe but che ſtrong man, the Devil, thatis diſturb» 
ed, becaufe his Kingdom is going.down, And1 further teſti- 
fie, That the truth cannot be preached without offence, for 


it doth offend the wicked, andit is their peace, and not the 


peace'of God which is broken when truth is preached, even 
the peaceof the drunkards & ſwearers,8 ſuch as live.at cafe 
in'theflefh,ſfuch as theſe, their peace we:come to-break, & lay 
open their deceits, that the ſhame of their nakedneſs:may.ap- 
pear. Andif any,in true & faithful obedienceto theLord, be 
moved by his Fic to put off their clothes, to bea naked- 
ſign,as 1/aiab was,that peopleimight come to a ſerions conſi- 
deration,& fee the ſhame of their nakedneſs,and repent that 
they may be clothed with new Garments of Righteouſneſs, 
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I ſhould be very tender, and not raſhly judge ſuch to be im- 
pudent, as this gain-ſayer doth , and ſaith, A Red 5s fir for 
ſuch a fools back, but I know it would be hard Yor him to be- 
come ſucha fool as to doſuch a thing in obedience to the 
Lord. | 
Further, I take notice of his ignorance of the Scriptures 
and the Power of God, which wrought in the Saints , who 
witneſſed true judgement, and faith the Apoſtle, The time 5 
come that judgement muſt begin at the Heuſeof God, and the 
Angel that preached the everlaſting Goſpel, cryed with a 
loud voice, Fear Ged, and give glory to him, for the hour of his 
Judgement 1s come. And again, He # the Rock,, his work ts per- 
feit, for all his wayes are judgement, a God of truth, and withou: 
iniquity, Juſt and right is be, but the wicked cannot ftayd in Judg- 
ment, nor the ſinners in the Congregation of the ig bteous, and a- 
gain When his Tudgements are in the earth, then the Inhabit nts 
thereof will learn righteouſneſſe. And this I teftifie is a day 
wherein the Lord is judging his peoplein righteouſneſs; and 
his judgements are ſweet, and the righteous rejoice thereinz 
and the Father hath committed all judgement to the Son, 
and he is come a light into the World , and is now in the 
World, though not known to the World, and he itis that 
judgeth the World in righteouineſs; and we know that the 
Son of God is come, as ſaith the Apoſtle, and hath given to 
ns an underſtanding to know him that is true, and we arein 
him that is true; andirt is he that opens and reveals the Fa- 
ther; and no man knows the Father but the Son, and he to 
whom the Son will reveal him; and the revelations of the Son 
are immediate,not contrary, but according to the Scripture, 
thongh the blind ſee it not, but judge otherwiſe, putting light 
for darkneſs, and darkneſs for light, and this by the ſpirit of 
God1 teſtifie to be the truth of God, though the Author a- 
foreſfaid would make ir to be the work of Satan, and brands 
the people of God whom he calls q #akers Mind faith , t is a 
per/ſwaſion of the old Serpent to declare to the Sons of men, That 
wow is the day of judgement, and the great day of the Lord, That - 
C hvift is come to juage the world, &c, But I know that Satan is 
not 
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not divided againſt himſelf, he is more ſubtile then to ſpeak 
of © Now, ] heluls them rather aſleep, and jabours in chem to 
put the evil day afar off , and the good day afar off, but thar 
the Devil doth perſwade any that now is the day,I deny, for 
that would deſtroy his Kingdom, he cryes out , Why deft thou 
torment us befare the time? it is torment to the wicked to hear 
tell of judgement. And whereas he ſaith, ,That rhe'e things 
are a perſwaſion of the old Ser,ent, awd that therefore the earih 
(i.e. men ) ought to quake and tremble. 

Theſe things jare his own inventions”, and a perſwaſi- 
on of Satan to move him. to ſpeak ſuch falſe things, forI ne- 
ver heard any one ſay, That the earth (i.e. men) ought to 


qua: e and tremble. Bur the power of God thac made Mo/es, 


David, Jeremiah, Daniel, Habbakkak, Panl, and the Saints 
of God to quake and tremble, I own and witneſs, and teftifie 
againſt thelyes of this gain-ſayer, who ſpeaks evil of things 
he knows not, anderres, not knowing the Scriptures, nor the 
power of God. | 

Further, I take notice of his light and ſcornful unſcriptu- 
ral expreſſions, ſaying, That he was come to ſeme .( meaning 
Chriſt ) which made them ſhake and quake, ſwell andFfall, as into 
epileptick: fits and trances, from which the fir fomentors ( as he 
ſaith ) of the opinions, I op roſe we 'e called Quakers. 

Anſ. Praiſes be to the Lord, the Son of God is come, 
whoſe Arm hath brought ſalvation, and I never heardany 
one ſay (who witneſſed Chriſt come)T hat that did make them 

to ſoake, &c. Itis but alye, and an invention of his own, for 
where Chriſt is received and dwells, there dwells peace, and 
joy, and reſt to the 1oui. . So. his Aﬀertions I teftifie a- 
Sainſt. CEE 4 TH ene 

Then he further goes on with blaſphemous ſtuff, ſpeaking 
of Mahomet-like trembling , and prayes to the Father that 
the cauſe may be taken away. 

To which I ſay, is as much as the taking away of the. Pow- 
er of God, and then the Devil might be at eaſe; for it was 
and isthe Power of God that made, and makes many to 
eremble at this day; and though ſuch be hated and caſt out 
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by men as evil, 'yet the Lord doth love and regard fach who 
are of 4 merk and of a contrite ſpirit , and rremblesathis 
Word, which is the cauſtwhich this gain-ſayer prayes may 
be taken away, which is as mirch as co take 4way the Word 
of God ; and ſaith the Apoſtle , Work eat your own ſalvation 
with fear and thembling. | ; 

Another thing I take notice of in his Epiſtle, in one place 
he is ſpeatirg , or ( as it were ) perſwading the Magiſtrates 
to take Gamaliels counſel, A4.5.38,39. and preſently with- 
inthreeof four lines he ſpeatsof a Rod, and an Officer of 
the peace; let all who are wife in heart conſider of theſe 
rhings, and follow not the counſel of ungodly men, though 
\ their words be never fo {ſmooth and fair, yetthe poyſon 
of Aſps'lyes underneath, as it is manifeſt in this gain-fayer 
who” hath uttdertaken this Work, which I do believe was 
more'to-pkaſe men, then in conſcience 'or glory to the 
Lord, as his frutts raake him manifeſt.

Anſ. Concerning the cunning ſlighes, ſubtilties, and the 
transformations of 'Satan from one form to another , and 
from likeneſs to kkeneſs, in imitation of the'truth.,, Thave 
ſpoken on before in the beginning of this Treatiſe, ro which 
I refer the Reader: Howbeit ſomething I ae noticeot in. 
this Se&ion , which #sa Dart heftrikes againſt them whom 
he joynes with the Ravrers, ſpeaking of Satdhs policy , lead- 
ing them to ſpeak ſlightly of the Writings of the holy men - 
of God,lnll [+ ggt/*5(Taith he) unto the Sons and Darghters of 
men, that if- they lay aſide the Letter , and follow the dit ates of.

leads him to ſpeak ſuch groundles expreſſions, for if weſhould 
deny that teſtimony which rhe Scriptare bears of cruch, we 
ſhould deny out own lives, let our lives and converfations 
- judgein this cauſe: Andas for following the light wichin', ir 
| 15 good fo to do, for none elfe can underſtand the chings of 
God bur as they are guided by the light, 6r manifeſtation of - 
the ſpirit of God, and this is not to advance the kighimagi- 
nations of men , but to bring down the high chow 
ſcattering the imaginations of men, for the true lig 
thoughts and imaginations which be vain, and the ſame light 
that ſhews them, leads from them to Chriſt Jeſus; and this is 
notan adyancing ſpiritual wickedneſs in high-places, ( as is 
falſly aſſerted ) but a warring againſt it; but this is but a po- 
licy of -Satan to make the light odious, and fo to keep them 

in the dark. that he may ladge in the heart undiſcovered, and 
l work his wotks there, for he cannot work in the light, ſo by

Anſw. Onething I take notice of in this Seftion is, his re- 
ſembling corrupt Dodcrinetoleaven-in three refpeRs, firſt, 
( ſaith he) Leaven doth ſower. Secondly , Swell, or puff ap. 
Thirdly, Break the flower or meal in whichit is leavened; and 
_ this he would throw as dirt upen the Quakers, ſpeaking of 

ſowre and ſurly deportment, and' imperious -pride, rafh 
and inconſiderate cenſures; all which doth not touch the 
innocent; I perceive what itis thathe means, it is becauſe 
they do not uſe the worlds Complements of doffing the Har, 
which is the honor below, which men ſeck and give one to a- 
nother, reſpecting perſons, bowing and cringing to the rich 
in the gay clothing and gold Rings,giving them the titles of 
Lords, Maſters and Sirs, but do not do ſo to the poor,who be 
in vile Raiment, and ſo reſpe& perſons, which is a fin, and a 
tranſgreſſion of the Law of God, which thoſe whom he 
ſtrikes and ſhoots at dare nor do , but inthe innocency and 
fimplicity of their hearts walk gently and humbly towards 
all, andare not ſurly, norof evil deportment , though by 
proud and imperious ones are ſo judged, becaule they cannot 
pleaſe proud fleſh, but reproves pride and other ins, as by the 


{1ght they are made manifeſt, in the dread and power of = 
| : Lord, 
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Lord, and not _ (as is aſſerted) but let the Baptifs | 
e 


look at home, and ſceif this Leaven be not found amongſt 
them, are not they as ſowre as any ? contending and ſtriving 
with their vain minds with moſt ſorts ef people, making ic 
_ their boaſt, having gotten a litteral knowledge, and by that 
many are puffedup: Andas for- breaking inte pieces, who 
are more broken then they are ? What ſets, and rents, and 
diviſions are amongſt them ? though they have been many 
of them over head in the Water, yet that hath not united 
them, I do defire with all my heart, that they might come to 
the light, whereby they may beled into love and unity, that 
they may eat their own bread, and not ſpend their money 
for that which is not bread, nor fall out about kusks and 
empty ſhadows. 

[ Brown Seft.3.] Openeth the LZeavenof the Phariſees in 
particular , declaring how Papi/ts , and thoſe that follow 
them, may be compared to the Phar!ſees. 

 Anſ. But ſuch are not thoſe whom he calls Quakers, for 
their righreouſneſs doth exceed that of the Phariſees, for 
they made clean the outſide onely, but the inſide wasfilthy 
and unclean ,. but theſe deſpiſed ones do witneſs an inward 
Work, and a clenſing of the heart by the power and life of 
Jeſus, and therefore do they exhort peeple to look within, 
and -wait in the light of Chriſt which ſhews the evil of the 
heart, that ſo the Ax may be laid to the Root of the Tree, 
and every Tree that doth not bring forth good fruit, may be 
hewn down, and caſt into the fire, But thoſe called Baptiſts 
may well be compared to the Phariſees, for they cry up out- 
ward things. figures, and ſhadows, but deſpiſe che light with- 
in, and fo abide in death and: darkneſs, laden with fin, but 
doth not come to the true ſaving knowledge. Further 1 
take notice of his branding of the 2x:akers becauſe they will 
not ſay 70?! to any ſingle perſon, making a matt?r of con- 
ſcience of ir, though (faith he) ir be not the proper. Idiom 
and uſual Diale& of our Language and Nation. 

To which I ſay, When we were our own, then did we ſpeak 
our 0771 words, and did not make much conſcience of ſuch 

E things; 
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things, hucbeing bough: with * A and created a-new in 
Chriſt Jeſus the cruelighe, we dare not ſpeak our own words, 
but our congues are bridled , and we do,make conſcience of 
our words , not faſhioning our ſelves like unto the World, 
nor conforming to their cuſtoms, being redeemed out of 
Kinreds, Tongues, & Languages, 8& we know that you is more 
rhen one, and cannot properly in truth b2 given to one; bur 
thou ts proper to one , and is the Language of the Scripture, 
given by the Saints ro God and Chriſt & one to another,and 
likewiſe to Kings and Princes, Rulers and Magiſtrates, with- 
out reſpec of perſons; and to give thox to a Magiſtrate is no 
ſlighting of them, but co do evil and unrighteouſly is a 
ſlighting of Magiſtrates, and to do well is their honor; 1nd 
to do unto all men as we would be done unto, and love one 
another, is a walking in the Ordinance of Chriſt, but co do 
evil, and live wantonly, reſpeRting perſons, and ſeeking ho- 
nor one from another, is a diſhonor unto ( and a ſlighcing 
the Ordinances of ) Chriſt. | 
The next thing which I take notice of , is, his limiting of 
the Holy One to the Scripture, as in pag. 3. when we know 
that Cedis incomprehenſible, and fills Heaven and Earth, 
and hath not limiced himſelf, but hath promiſed co appear in 
more glory in the later days, and pour forth his ſpirit upon 
all fleſh, and his ſons and daughcers ſhall prophefie; bur 
this gain-ſayer would limic the ſpicitor the Holy Onein his 
Daughrers, and will not ſuffer it, but counts it a ſhame for 
them to ſpeak, ( being ignorant of the Scriptures and the 
power of God ) anditisa promiſe, That righteouſheſs ſhall 
cover the Earth, as the Waters cover the Sea , which is nor 
yet fulfilled, but the people of God do wait for it. 'And as 
forthe Scriptures,we know they are a Declaration of Truth, 
ſo far as they are not corruptedin the Tranſlations ( which 
are many, and much difference in the Tranſlations thereis ) 
and beſides there are but a few remarkable things written, 
for John declares in his Declaration, That there are many 0- 
ther things whichJeſus did, (mark many other things)and he 
is to be followedas an example, the which if chey ſhould be 
| Written 
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written every one,] ſuppoſe that even the world it ſelf conld 
not contein the beoks that ſhould be written, then obſerve 


what muſt be the thing which muſt lead in the wayafter Jeſus _ 


who is gone before,I ſay (and the Apoſtle with me ) the ſame 
Spirit which was in Jeſus, which is without limic, muſt be the 
gnide and Rule, aud he that hath not the ſame ſpirit (thongh 
he may haveall the words given forth from the Spirit, ) is 
none of Chriſts let none be deceived with ſmooth words. 
The next thing which I obſerve is, his quoteing of ſeve- 
rall things out of a Book put forth by one Richard Baxrer, 
wherein his wicked and malicious inveterate Spirit is manife- 
ſted, and anſwered by ſome of thoſe called Quakers, to 
which I referre the Reader, which faid Baxter hath been 
a great contender againſt thoſe called Baptiſts; and in the 
ſawe Book (out of which this gainſayer hath pickt out ſome 
things to puſh at. the Lambs,) is there a large letter compo- 
ſed by the ſaid Baxter againit che Baptiſts, which this man 
paſſes by, and Herod, and Pontias Fila e-like, join together 
againſt Chriſt, and further quotes in the Margin, Scripture 
proof for Infants Church memberſhip and Baptiſme by Rsch.

a Bauble, and a Complement; yetir pleaſeth the Lord by ſuch 
a deſpiſed fooliſh thing, to'confound the Wiſedome of the 
Wiſe; but vyhat Layv is there for any ſuch thing?

If any ſhould do 
it out of ſtubborneſle, or contempt to any ones perſon, I 
ſhould be as ready to judge it,and condemne it, as any one, 
But yyhere it is done for Conſcience ſake, not daring to re-
